Crowninshield looked just like any 
other ordinary individual to Traeewell, 
who is an Indiana man, and after an 
investigation he fixed Crowninshield’s 
salary at $5,500 a year, or $1,500 less 
than Crowninshield and his friends 
had fixed it.
